It isn't at all surprising to learn 


that Japanese diplomats and bus- 
iness men in neutral countries are 
busy

ed by the allies. 


There's no secret about the fact 


that Nippon, is following Ger- 
many's trail of disaster. We know 
now that it's only a question of 
how long it will take us to deliver 
the coup de grace, lor Jipan al- 
ready is beaten. Even the mika- 
do's ministers of state admit the 
gravity of her position. 


However, 
this peace develop- 


ment is a circumstance which we 
should regard with great caution. 
While the Japs probably would be 
glad to secure a peace that would

Farmers probably will long- re- 


member the 1945 planting- season 
by one word—rain. 


They are practically sprouting; 


web feet. 
Rubber boots are not 


merely stylish but an absolute ne- 
cessity amid the deluge. 


Rain, rain and still more rain 


have delayed crops and caused 
some damage through much of the 
nation's mid-continent "bread-bas- 
ket" 
area, in parts of the east 


and south, an Associated Press 
survey disclosed today. 


Frost 
added 
to the growers' 


gripes. 


Sections of the far west, how- 


ever, reveled in rain. 
There the 


folks like it because they had been 
threatened by drought. 


Experts said only time and na- 


ture can determine whether weeks 
of cold weather and soggy fields 
will put a serious crimp in wartime 
hopes for bumper crops and thus 
retard the nation's food for victory 
program. 
There could be good 


recovery, if that blessed sunshine 
ever appears, say the experts.

Big Cruiser Cut

British cruiser HMK Curacao, cut 
in half by the giant liner Queen 
Mary speeding to elude a German 
submarine, sank in the Atlantic 
on Oct. 1, 19-12, with a loss of 3.">S 
officers and men, tho Admiralty 
announced today. 


An eyewitness 
that

troop transport "simply trampled" 
the -1,200-ton cruiser, which had a 
normal complement of about 400 
men. 


Survivors, 
among 
them 
the 


cruiser's captain. John \\" Black- 
wood, were picked up and taken 
to a hospital near Glasgow. 


The accident was considered one 


of the worst British naval disas- 
ters of the war. 
The Admiralty 


disclosed also for the first time 
the loss of 10 destroyers, eight 
submarines and scores of smaller 
craft.

A. They believe that the entire program will operate more 


successfully if the procedure is kept on a local basis and out- 
side checkers do not make the calls within the county. 


Q. Can volunteers work hours at their own choosing? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Do checkers visit stores of their own choosing? 
A. In most cases, yes. 
Q. Can men volunteer as Price Panel Assistants? 
A. Yes. The local board is very anxious to secure a num- 


ber of men in as much as certain-classifications are more easily 
checked by men than by women. 


Q. Are Price Panel'Assistants paid? 
A. No, all of their time is donated. 
Q. Do volunteers have to agree to stay with the board for 


any definite time ? 


A. No. they may resign at any time that their work con- 


flicts with their other duties. 


Q. Will volunteers be forced to check stores in communi- 


ties other than the ones in which they reside? 


A. No, unless they desire to handle these assignments. 
Q. Is the work of a Price Panel Assistant important to the 


OPA program ? 


A. Yes, it is one of the most important operations since 


these are the people who aid in "Holding the line against over- 
charges and consequent inflation". 


Q. Do the Price Panel Assistants have other duties other 


than checking ceiling prices? 
A. Yes, they serve as a reporter between the local board 


and the various merchants and answer questions relative to 
new regulations which may be forthcoming. They also report 
suggestions of the dealers to local panel members.
